we find honourable and upright men, men of 
fine sympathies to whose nature a sneer at 
anything good would be repugnant, who 
have a distaste to any close association 
with missionary work in general and who,

some particular branch of the work, do so | 


more out of complaisance than from any 
active good will. “To hospitals of course

Perhaps some cxplanation .of the dis- 
favour with which missionaries as a body 
are viewed may be found in the claim 
often put forward on their behalf that 
they live lives of special self-sacrifice, for 


those who fail to detect the self-sacrifice | 


are inclined to think that their whole 
career is a fraud anda sham.. And speak- 
ing generally there is nu special. self- 
sacrifice in the casé. - Missionaries enter on 
- their career with the same honest and 
earnest intentions that are entertained by 
all upright men entering any other pro- 
fession to do their duty, but they select the 
career because it happens to accord with 
‘their inclination. Of two. brothers one 
elects to be a missionary, another to go to 
sea, both following the bent of their incli- 
nations; the chances are that the sailor will 
be called upon to undergo infinitely greater 
hardships than tho missionary, especially if 
the lot of the latter should be cast in such 
countries as Iudia or China, but he gets no 

ublic credit asa possible martyr, though 
ie is very likely to be drowned. Nor-must 
it be forgotten that to some entrance upon 
a missionary life means a distinct step 
upwards in the social scale; as mis- 


sionaries they at ouce secure a measure. 


of social distinction that they would uot 
‘command. as clerks or tradesmen until 
after long years of hard work and perhaps 
not at all,. That does not derogate . from 
the value of their lahour nor from their claim 
’ for any credit -that may be duc thei for its 
chonest, and successful performance, but it 
-does derogate from their claim to have made 
_a sacrifice of self in leaving the tradesman’s 
counter or the clerk’s-desk to enter upon a 
-genteel profession. True the annals of mis- 
sionary work contain many cases of true and 
noble heroism, but heroism is not especially 
characteristic of the ‘profession. Not to 
speak of the army and navy, heroes are to 
be found also. in the ranks of science, 
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men who will holdly face danger and risk 
their lives in a search,. it may be, for the 
North Pole, or, as in the case of Dr. AOYAMA, 
in investigating a medical problem.: Most 
men would like to prove themselves ; heroes 
if the opportunity offered, but the good 
fortune comes to few. “The missionary body 
are no doubt as heroic in disposition as 
any other body of men, but there is no 
reason to suppose that they are) more 
so, while as to self-sacrifice in entering upon 
their calling, it can be held to cxigt only 
if we accept inclination and acall af duty 
as equivalent terms. Duty inay and often 
does coincide with inclination, but self- 


sacrifice only appears when duty iy volun-. 


tarily performed in opposition to inclination 
and to self-interest. 


. THE RECONSTITUTION OF |THE 
SANITARY BOARD. 


RES AOS peel 
(10th March.) 

The Bill effecting an alteration in the con- 
stitution of the Sanitary’ Board comes up 
for first reading at the meeting] of the 
Legislative Council this afternoon, | It isa 
reactionary and mischievous measure, de- 
signed for the curtailment of popular _pri- 
vileges, and fraught with grave peril to the 
interests of property and thé trade of the 
colony. It -is stated in the objeets and 
reasons that-it has been framed upon ‘the 
lines suggested’ by the majority ¢f the un- 
official members who’ were consulted upon 
the subject in 1894. We -hope-the gentle 
men who ure thus charged with -the respon- 
sibility of this miserable Bill have’ by’ this 
time secn reason to modify their views 
and that they will join with their calloagues 
in opposing the measure, and that they will 
emphasis their opposition by not waiting for 
he second reading, but will move its rejec-t 
tion-as soon as it is brought in. Should the 
Bill be forced through, as no doubt it will 
be, by-the official phalanx, it will be the 
duty of the unofficial members to see that a 
suspending clause is introduced so that it 
May not conic into foree until the community 
has had an opportunity of petitioning Her 
Majesty against it. This is not a mere ques- 
tion ofsentiment, but one which touches every 
man in his hume and his pocket. ‘The Bill 
establishes what in practice will prove an 
intolerable tyranny. Very large and com- 
ie powers have been conferred by the 
ublic Health Acts upon the Sanitary Board 
us a popularly ‘constituted body, aud. what 


1s now proposed is that those powers shall 


be exercised by a small official cotaric, 
Under section 4 of the Publie Health 
Ordinance of 1887 the Sanitary Board was 
to consist of four official. and} six ub- 
official members. Uudor the new ee it is 
to consist of three official and two Unofficial 
members. Of the six unoificial [members 
under the old constitution two were to be 
elected by the ratepayers on the jjury list 
and four (two being Chinese)‘ wdro to be 
appointed by the Governor. Under tho 
new constitution both the official ‘members 
are to be elected by tho ratepayers on the 
jury list. It is improbable that anly China- 
man’ will ever be elected and, the Chinése 
community will therefore remai 
sented. That is a defect, though not the 
most serious one in the Bill, When we are 
trying to impose an enlightened g¢ystem of 
ganitatiou upon the Chineso com 
ought at least ‘to give our natiye fellow 
residents the opportunity of making their 
voice officially heard, so that in dedling with 
the numerous difficult problems that, arise 
the body responsible for their} solution 


may have the advantage of | knowing 
the feelings, views, and wishes of:

Ve want in the firgt place business common 
ense to determine the action to be taken by 
the Board on the, advice of its technical 
ndvisers, and if tb that we can add the 
practical kuowledge possessed by doctors 
and ardhitects so uiuch the better.

ANTLCHINESE FEELING IN

In the French possessions in Indo-China - 
there is a violent feeling of hostility. to the 
Chinese, whose™successful competition in 
various lines of wholesale and: retail trade is 
bitterly resented.

repression of the Chinese. But it is not only 
in retail trade that the competition of the 
Chinese is felt; they are also monopolising 
the trade in the export of rice to eastern 

orts and likewise the rice milling industry. 
Pyerebmen do not like to think that it is 
the Chinese who profit most by the French 
domination in the colony and hence thé 
outcry against them. But the interest of 
the individual is ‘not always synonymous 
with that of the community and if Chinese 
enterprise were crushed out of Cochin-China 
the colony would lose a valuable factor in 
the building up-of its prosperity. a 
. Reference was made by, M. RoLianp to 

the cazes of Australia and the United States; - 
where measures for the exclusion of the Chi+ 
nese have heen adopted. Without offering any 


justification for the action taken -by the two. 
countries named it may be pointed out that

YUNNAN AND ITS TRADE 
PROSPECTS. 


teresting to the general reader, in|the in-

most western province of China. Man 

years ago, prior‘to the Mahomedan Rebel- 
lion, Yunnan was a populous and wealthy 
province, bappy in the possession of a fertile 
soil, valuable minemnl resources, thriving 
manufactures, and an abundant population. 
But the inhabitants were discontented with 
the rule of the eaters of swine, and sought 
to sct up a government of true believers of 
the Prophet. The Chinese Government, 
after a long and sanguinary struggle, the 
horrors of which have never been properly 
told, succeeded in completely crushing this 
insurrection and restoring not perhaps order 
but what they called their rule. “They 
“made a solitude, and called it peace.” This 
perhaps best expresses the position, and 
even to the present moment this applies to 
extcnsive districts where nothing but the 
ruins of former towns and villages remain 
to attest that they were ever inhabited. 


The once populous province ig in many 
parts desolate, and every city shows tokens 
of decay. A great 
also mountainous an 


ortion of Yunnan is 
difficult to penetrate, 
a. country that might be held against an 
enemy with great success by a really military 
and resourceful people. But the Yunnanese 


.Were neither, and, shut out from the sea and 
‘from communication with other countries, 
‘had no base from whence to draw supplies, 


and hence presumbly the reasons for their 
gradual destruction by the Chinese Imperial 
troops. The same thing is now _ proceeding 
in Kansuh, where rebellion has again lifted 
its‘head ; the Mahomedans of that province 
are gradually being obliterated, and the 
movement, like that under Yacoos Bra in 


Kashgaria, will be crushed by weight of 


numbers. 

Yet though Ichabod is written on’ the 
ruined cities of Yunnan, and their resuscita- 
tion is likely to be exceedingly slow owing 
to the naturally inaccessible nature of 
the country and tothe distance front any 
populous state or province, there is hope of 
a slow revival both of population?snd trade. 
This is retarded in great measure owing to 
the malarial character ofthe climate in many 
of the marshy plains, Lacres, the gallant 
French explorer, and W Anan, CoLQUHOUN’s 
companion, fell victims to it. It would seem 
as though, when the country lapsed into

is none greater than this.: All other 
enterprises of beneficence must yield to this 
magnificent attempt to expel debasing supersti- 
tions and convey into every heart the ennobling 
influences of the Christian religion, The suc- 
cess already attained gives sure :promise of 
results the greatness of which we, as yet, but 
dimly perceive... The early suggestion of Mis- 
sions was received with disfavour; When in 


‘1795 some good men invited the! Church of 


Scotland to give encouragement to such en- 
terprises the representatives of: that body 
declined the invitation. They: could not 
well argue against imparting to heathens 
that gospel which it was the business ‘of their 
own lives to teach. Nevertheless the proposal 
was unacceptable. One clergyman deemed it 
Visionary; another wished the result to be 
attained by prayer and waiting; a third saw 
revolutiouary tendencies in every form of 
united action and trembled for the Constitu- 
tion. On grounds such as these the Church 
of Soctland by an overwhelming majority 
refused to sanction missionary effort® But 
Scotland has nobly made up dow that since.

Somdtimes these fead 
to naval demonstrations or demands for compen- 
sation, but the protection of foreigners as apch., 
‘and not as missionaries, is the jobject aimed at. 
The last outrage—more awful in some of its de- 
tails than any ever perpetrated in China—is 
outside of any possible compensation. No bibod- 
money, however large, will ever be accepted.and 
no compensation in any form will ever be ¢ven 
discussed.

As with 
the schools, so with the hospitals. Over 75,000 
out-cases and 6,000 in-cases (individual cases) have 
Leon dealt with in the last eight years. These 
are departments of philanthropic work which in 
England owe their origin,.and very largely their - 
vontinuance, to those, great voluntary. associa- 
tions of which many of you are justly proud.

ADVENTUROUS VOYAGE OF THE 
SCHUONER “ESMERALDA.”

TERRIBLE SUFFRRINGS OF THE CREW. | . 
The British schooner Esmeralda arrived in 
Hongkong on the morning of the 9th March 
after a most sensational voyage, during which... 
provisions ran short and the crew were literally?* 
starving. The Esmeralda trades betwoen’the~-- 
Marianna Islands and Yokohama, and on ‘this- 
particular voyage she was taking acargo of cop 
to Yokohama.for Messrs. Jardine, Matheson {& 
Co. The last place of call was Pagan Island, - 
which was left on December 27th, and the 
conrsa was made direct for Yokohama. Light 
| variable winds blew and very fair weather 
i cXperienced until January 6th, when the wind 
j blew with tremendous force, and the small 
| yassel wus a Sage’ diving into the heay; 
confused sea. On that diy Yokohama .- 
within twenty-four hours’ sail, but ‘ad 
uvouts proved the vessel was not destined to 
i get there. The storm increased in-fury, and

The boat war now quite dis. | 
masted, the gale-continued, and the sea was ; 
altogéther too rough to admit of the rowing | 
boat being lowered. It wes alse impeossilde ; 
that day to put up jury inasts. aud the vesxul 
drifted before a westerly wind Wu tiv. 
following morning the weather calmed some- 
what, and the crew managed to ercet a jury | 
-foremast and a jury fore vard out of the : 
wreckage, and to make a square sail, but e¢en: 
then the gale was too strong for them to make 
headway against it and they were driven 
’ further out to sea. A week passed by before | 
the crew were enabled to rig a jury miainmast. , 
and in the interval they had been travelling | 
further and fartheraway fromland. ‘fhe wake- ; 
shift masts and sails were practically uselcss 
to them as the wind continued to biow hard 
from the west and the vessel drifted before it | 
in an easterly direction, and it was impossible 
for the crew to have any other but very gloomy 
forebodings for their future fate. Alto- 
gether there were eleven in the crew, consist- 
ing of the captain, Mr. J. I’. Harrison, the 
first mate, Mr. D, H. Potter, the second 
mate, a cabin boy, six Japanese sailors, 
and one Chinese cook. When they left the 
Marianna Islands they had with them as pro- 
visions two piouls of rice, one. bag of corn ‘for 
some chickens, one of flour, and a few cans 
of meat. This stock had dwindled down very 
considerably gnd yet they were still drifting 
further and further away from Jand and quite 
out of the track of vessels. On, on they went, 
with sure starvation staring them in the face, 
and with no prospect of meeting another vessel, 
and themselves in a helpless condition. The 
crew hoped against hope that nid would at 
last come to them, but it was that hope 
deferred that makes the heart sick. The 
crew were forced to live on short rations 
and for many a long weary day they had to 
exist on about forty nuts for breakfast, a table- 
spoonful of tinned meat for dinner, and a few 
more nuts for tea. The supply of tinned meat 
was soon exhausted and the crew had to wut ‘the 
cargo. Copra is about the most sickly kind af 
food for even a starving man. It consists 
simply of cocoanuts cut up: into chunks, and 
is valuable for the oil that is extracted from 
it. The copra that these poor fellows had 
to eat was evil smelling stuff, and age had 
turned it rotten; even a starving pig: on 
board refused to put his snout to it some days 
before the crew were driven to it themselves. 
The sufferings of the crew were indeed heurt- 
rending. They were in a half famished condi- 
tion, they suffered the agonising pain caused 
by an insufficiency of food. and death from 
hanger appeared certain. They had secne fyest: 
water on bourd, but of this they could: aily ! 
obtain a cupfuil a day. ye

HONGKONG GOLF CLUB. 
—_———_>__._ —— 
OPENING OF THE NEW CLUB HOUSE. 

The new club house, which has been erected 
at the Happy Valley by the Hongkong Golf 
Club, was foraislly opened on the afternoon of 
the 4th March by Commodore Boyes. The cere- 
mony was a most interesting and happy one, but 
owing to the continuous rain which fell during 
the whole of the afternoon the function was 
robbed of the presence of his Excellency the 
Governor, Admiral Buller, Major-General Black, 
and many ladies and gentlemen who had pro- 
mised to attend, and, although thase who braved 
the weather spent a very pleasant time in the 
new house, the rain had the effect of com- 
pletely spoiling the enjoyment which would 
otherwige have been experienced out of doors. 

Golf has made very rapid strides in 
Hongkong, and at the present time 
fascinating game is indulged in to a very 
large extent in the colony. The Club wus 
started in 1889, and it had a very small 
beginning. At first only thirteen gentlemen 
and they had, we helieve, a very crude 
notion of the game—volunteered to establish 


a. foothold for golf, and their first meet- 


ing room was situated in a corner under- 
neath the grand stand on the racecourse. About 
four years ago the membership had increased 
to such proportions that it was decided 
to build a mat shed for the accommodation of 

Ifers, but this primitive kind of luilding was 
altogether inadequate to meet the increasing re- 
quirements, and the members resolved to erect 
a permanent structure. Mr. E.A. Ram kindly 
voluntcered to design the Club's new house, and 
as he is himself a very enthusiastic golfer, he 
knew oxactly what was wauted. 
havo resulted in the erection of an exceedingly 
commoadinus hnildiug, and ove which. if 
it docs not claim anv suecisul architectural 
pretensions, is admirably sniiable for the 
Club.

in which they did not, as, for instance, the Hong- 
kong Bank directérs when that institution paid 
no dividend and. lost its reserve fund. If the 
companies they are supposed to manage have 
been doing well they ought to be content with 
the extra dividends. which their talents (P) 
enable to be paid on the shares they hold; that 
is. supposing that they've got’any. Directors 
ought to be paid either“a fixed sum, through 
good Reports and through bad Reports, like. 
any other employés—generally more time, at- 
tention, and especially ability, are required’ 
when a business is not doing well than when 
things are flourishing and, thereforé, most likely 
‘going on smoothly—or they ought to be paid a. 
‘percentagé on the net profits, or even part one. 
and part the other, but the plan of permanently 
raising the sum paid because there -happens 
to have bee a temporary increase in the 
profits must be put an end to. It must 
be remembered that a fall in the dividends is 
almést inevitable; tho reduotion in the rate 
of interest on mortgages and-all round has _ 
t@by put against any: prospéctive inoreage in 
business, aud considering that competition is 
becomtug keencr every day. such increase - 
cannot by looked for in many cases. Those 
enthusiastic buyers who are rushing up the

business-like way is to let the law of supply and 
demand take its. course; an inferior man must 
be content with inferior remuneration ; a stupid 
or lazy man is dear at any price, while a really 
‘good und working mau is almost always cheap 
even at an exceptionally high salary. The 
‘mistake we make is the same as the sophistry. 
which undeylies the argument on which trade- -

WHY HONGKONG DOES NOT BECOME 
A MANUFACTURING CENTRE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS." 

Dear 81k8,—Your leader of the 26th ultiino 
begins thus :—“ The industrial development of 
Hongkong has not proceedod at the same pace 
as that of Shanghai, but it is nevertheless 
making substantial progress." You know, sir, 
‘and there are many more in this colony who 
know the reagon why, but if there area fow who 
do not know, I should feel obliged if you would 
grant me sufficient space in your valuable 
columns to enlighten them. 

On the 24th ult. Mr. Prosser sold three lots 
of Crown land which realized a little more than 
the upset price and/or very nearly $1 per super- 
ficial yard. The conditions of sale are that the 
purchaser shall expend upon this land, within 
one year, the sum of $150,000. This together 
with the first year's Crown rent brings the 
cost: up fo over $1], at present rate of ex- 
change and roughly reckoning, £1 48, 0d.sterling 
per superficial yard. This is the reason that 
Hongkong .is making slow progress, and that 
Shanghai is making such rapid progress. 
Hongkong is the Bletchly of the East, and 
many of the great companies which wero 
floated in Shanghai would have been better hore, 
and would have been here had it not been for 
the exorbitant price of land, which is prohibi- 
tive to any company with limited means. 

I know of one company that should he 
floated this year or very garly in next. The 
directors will not spend More than © £10,000 
sterling on plant and land, and they would 
require some twenty or thirty acres of land to 
their works. At the above price of conrso they 


would not be able to do it. Perhaps’ they will’ 


also go to Shanghai, or Macao, as the Little 
extra for freight wonld not make very much 
_ difference to their profits.in comparison with 
what the price of land would to their capital. 
If our Government want the population and 
industries to increase they should make grants 
of land to anyone willing to open up industricr, 
and of course levy a small ground rent aud tax

THE SECRET TREATY BETWEEN 


CHINA AND RUSSTA, 
—— >---—— 
. Shanguai, 3rd March. 
The political world at home was startled some 
nipnths ago by the despatch from Hongkong to 
the London Times of a telegram unnouncing the 
cqnclusicn of a treaty between China and Russia 
by which the latter Power was authorised to use 
ort Arthur as a naval station. We had our- 
salves announced’ some time before that when 
ang Chih-chin went to Russia in the latter 
part of, 1894 to congratulate the Czar on his 
a¢cession, he made asecret treaty, bnt this has 
of course been strenuously denied at St. 
etershurg. Nevertheless, thesé denials have 
not been fully accepted, and from time to time 
separate articles of the treaty have been hinted 
at. Weare now in possession of a letter from 
eking, of the important part of which we give 
altranslation, containing a full account of the 
treaty as agreed on by the two Powers con- 
cerned.- 
Shanghai, and he says:—‘ Although there 
ig a rumour abroad about the existence of 
such a treaty, on one outside the actual .con- 
tractors knew its details, and I’ now note the 
contents in order to show how secretly things 
ave been done, and also that you may have the 
pleasure of being one of the first outside to 
wnow the matter. Furthermore, although the 
affair causes one to greatly wonder and feel 
bitter at it, the matter is yet true and not empty 
words, and of this you may rest assured, all the 
more as the copy I have seen contained the sign 
of Hsing [‘ Proceed” or “Consent given” | 
made by the various members of the Ministry 
f War at the end of the document. ao 
“The several articles named therein are ag 
follows :— 
“The Great Chinese Emporor being oxceed- 
ingly grateful at the friondly acts of the Russian 
Emperor in forcing the Japanese to retrocede 
Liaotung with its several tens of cities, and for 
eing the first to lend money to China to pay 
her war indemnity to Japan, his Majesty the 
thinese Emperor is therefore anxious to dis- 
lay his gratitude by seeking metheds wherein 
he might assist Russia, and for this reason his 
‘Tajesty is willing to conclude n treaty of 
alliance with Russia. This being the case, 
if Russia should have any difficulties with 
any other Power in Asia, it is but right that
